WASHINGTON (UPI) - P res­ 
ident Nixon is considering ask­ 
ing Congress for a tem porary 
tax increase of up to IO per cent 
—refundable later —as a tool to 
fight inflation, the White House 
said today. 


M elvin R. L aird , N ixon's 
chief dom estic adviser, said a 
tax boost was one of two pro­ 
p o sals reco m m en d ed to the 
President by A rthur F. Burns, 
chairm an of the Federal Re­ 
serve Board, to deal with infla­ 
tion. The other proposal con­ 
cerns a variable text credit of 4 
to 15 per cent. 


Burns told Congress yester­ 
day that he had discussed the 
tax m atters with Nixon at a 
m eeting Tuesday and that the 
President indicated “ considera­ 
ble sym pathy.” 


Laird stressed that no deci­ 
sion had been reached but add­ 
ed. “ These particular economic 
tools are im portant and they 
are being given consideration 
by the President.” 
Laird, speaking with report­ 
ers at the White House, said 
Nixon had ordered the T rea­ 
sury D epartm ent, his budget 
analysts and the White House 
Domestic Council to m ake de­ 
tailed studies 
and to report 
back to him at an unspecified 
date. 
Congress might not be able to 
a c t on such leg islatio n this 
year, he said, but “ there is no 
reason the 
President of the 
United States should not be 
c o n sid erin g th ese new ideas 
and perhaps even be proposing 
them .” 
The deferred tax would have 
the effect of rem oving income 
from the economy during infla­ 
tionary periods ad returning 
it, for exam ple, three or four 
years later when it would not 
have an adverse im pact. Laird 
said. 
He said the tool, never before 
used in the United States but in 
use in some European coun­ 
tries. would affect both corpo­ 
rate and individual income tax­ 
es. 
He said the rate under 
discussion was IO per cent of 
the norm al tax. 
This m eans if the IO per cent 
deferred tax were adopted, per­ 
sons who now pay 20 per cent of 
their income in taxes would pay 
an additional IO per cent of that 
rate, or a total of 22 per cent.

The pipe-smoking economist 
said inflation cannot be con­ 
trolled solely through the tight- 
money policies the Fed has 
been pursuing, driving interest 
ra te s to h isto ric levels and 
m aking m o rtg ag e m oney so 
scarce the im portant housing 
industry faces a depression.

Pompidou, Chou Confer

PEKING (UPI) - French 
President Georges Pompidou 
conferred for three hours today 
with Chinese P rem ier Chou 
enLai on major international 
problems ranging from South­ 
east Asia to the balance of 
power in Europe 


Pompidou then invited Chou 
to a private dinner at his Pe­ 
king residence in the Jade 
Abyss Pool Park to carry on 
their talks.

Michel Jobert arrived from 
Paris to join the final part of 
today's talks, held in the first 
floor room of the Great Hall of 
the People. 
Diplomatic sources said Job­

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
lawyer for former White House 
Special Counsel Charles W. Col­ 
son has informed the Senate 
W atergate Committee that Col­ 
son may be indicted in the 
E llsberg case, according to 
committee sources. 
As a result, the committee 
may not call Colson, 42, a 
former Nixon political opera­ 
tive, to testify, as originally 
planned, when it resumes pub­ 
lic hearings Sept. 24.

jury and may be indicted. They 
said Shapiro asked that Colson 
not testify. 
Shapiro had no comment on 
the report. But in an angry 
statem ent issued by telephone 
just before midnight he said: 
“ Whoever it was, senator or 
staff member, who leaked that 
story to the press today, is the 
most vicious bastard since the 
late Sen. Joseph McCarthy. I 
challenge the Ervin committee 
at the opening of its hearings, 
whenever that may be, to put 
each senator and each staff 
member under oath before 20 
million TV viewers in an effort 
to determine who it was who so 
blatantly violated Mr. Colson’s 
constitutional rights ”

VIENTIANE, Laos (UPI) - 
The Laotian military was or­ 
dered on alert today to guard 
against any attempt to sabo­ 
tage the signing of a peace 
agreement tomorrow with the 
procommunist Pathet Lao.

EAST LANSING, Mich. (UPI) 
—Supreme Court prognostica­ 
tor Harold J. Spaeth, whose 
computer had a perfect year 
last term, predicts the Supreme 


Court will take the side of 
President Nixon in the battle of 


the tapes. 


The Michigan State Universi­ 
ty political science professor 
began predicting the outcome 
of Supreme Court cases in the 
spring of 1970, not long after the 
court began to take on a more 
conservative image under Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger. 


He had only limited success 
at first because of the lack of 
available data on the new court 
structure that he could feed bis 
trusty computer. But since the 
beginning of 1971, Spaeth has 
correctly predicted the outcome 
of 44 out of 44 cases before the 
court.

Riles Declares 
Lunch Program 


Is Threatened 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
State schools superintendent 
Wilson Riles warned yesterday 
an ‘‘astonishing rise" in food 
prices threatens California edu­ 
cational lunch program and 
could mean hungry pupils in 
classrooms. 
“ Needy children as well as 
many of the children of middle 
class families won’t get enough 
good food to eat unless we in 
Sacram ento and W ashington 
act with a sense of urgency." 
Riles told a news confemce 
marking the beginning of the 
school year. 
School districts now are in­ 
clined to “ hang in there" for a 
month or two in the hope that 
help is com ing, said Riles, 
pledging his support to keep 
lunch programs operating. 
Specifically, he called for leg­ 
islative passage of a $28 million 
state aid bill (SB1264I by Sen. 
George Moscone D-San Fran­ 
cisco, and an increase in feder­ 
al lunch subsidies. 
Riles also said he would con­ 
tact U.S. Agriculture Secretary 
Earl Butz “ to ask for action to 
give priority to the children— 
along with elderly who are on 
fixed incomes — release of 
protein-rich commodities and 
relief from soaring prices." 
The superintendent noted that 
just months ago his department 
boasted that half a million chil­ 
dren in public schools were 
receiving nutritious lunches 
free or at reduce rates 
.Another "haunting problem" 
this year, Riles said. is meeting 
educational needs of handi­ 
capped students. 
“The blunt truth is that we 
have failed in our responsibility 
those children," he told news­ 
men. 
More than a thousand fami­ 
lies of handicapped youngsters 
have applied for service in local 
i development centers this term, 
Riles said 
They won t get 
schooling, he warned, unless 
the Legislature, before it ad­ 
journs this week, passes a $3.3 
million measure (AB919) by As­ 
semblyman Frank Lanterman. 
R La Canada, to expand the 
centers. 
Riles declared it would be 
“contrary' to law ” for the hand­ 
icapped youngsters to have to 
stay home. 
“ Every child in California is 
entitled to an education," he 
slated

The City-County Planning 
Council of Marin last night de­ 
cided on a nucleus for the long 
debated review agency that 
would watchdog compliance to 
the Marin Countywide General 
Plan. 
Each of Mann s cities will be 
asked to approve appointment 
of its elected representative on 
the eity-county council to a 
committee that will draft spe­ 
cific operating rules for the 
review agency, according to Sol 
S. Silver of the county planning 
department. 
Council thinking is that the 
review agency itself will have 
advisory rather than enforce­ 
ment powers, and probably will 
consist only of elected officials 
from the cities and the county, 
Silver explained. 
Powers of the review panel 
have been the bone of conten­ 
tion with cities objecting to 
letting the agency have veto 
pow ers over developm ents 
within city limits, even if they 
affect other cities or unincor­ 
porated areas or conflict with 
the countywide {dan. Several 
plans to base review agency 
membership on city populations 
and other factors were suggest­ 
ed ami rebuffed during numer­ 
ous discussions over the last 
two years. 
Once the panel proposed last 
night completes its draft of 
operating rules, the joint pow 
ers agreement under which the 
long-range countywide plan was 
created can be modified to fit 
review agency operations, Sil­ 
ver reported.

Curfew was lifted at 
noon, as scheduled, but the 
military radio said a 20-block 
area in midcity, including the 
UPI office, would remained 
sealed off. 
The firing pinned this corre­ 
spondent to the floor of the UPI 
bureau directly across the 
street from the Defense Minis­ 
try and only a few yards from 
the presidential palace. 
(In Mexico City, the govern­ 
ment announced that the family 
of Allende, who died in the 
military coup on Tuesday, had 
been granted asylum.) 
Before the new firing flared 
in the middle of the capital, it 
appeared that the ruling mili­ 
tary government was in full 
control of the country. 
The junta took office last 
night after using warplanes, 
tanks and artillery to crush 
resistance by die-hard Allende 
followers. 
Unofficial reports said “at 
least'' 1.000 persons had met 
death in the revolt. Government 
sources declined to make even 
an estimate of the dead, includ­ 
ing their casualties. Military 
sources said 3,000 persona had 
been detained in the big seaport 
of Valparaiso and were being 
kept on ships in the harbor 
pending investigation. 
The junta announced yester­ 
day that Allende had commit­ 
ted suicide.

Pinochet 
Ugarte, the army chief, was 
sworn in as president of the 
four-man junta which led the 
armed revolt against Allende, 
Other junta members were 
heads of the navy, air force and 
national police. A new cabinet 
comprised of 13 military' men 
and two civillians was also 
sworn into office

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state has stashed a half million 
doUars worth of modern not 
control equipment at 14 secret 
locations in California for use 
by law enforcement officers in 
the event of large disturbances. 
Alex R. Cunningham, assist­ 
ant director of the state Office 
of Emergency Services, yester­ 
day said his agency purchased 
the equipment with $484,000 in 
federal Safe Streets Act funds.

The bill (AB1243) is before the 
Senate Public Employment 
“ Committee, which is dominated 
— by Republicans 3-2. Gov. Ron- 
" ald Reagan adamantly opposes 
to the measure. 
'' Coren said there wasn't 
-‘•enough support currently in the 
Senate for Moretti’s proposal, 
• '*whicb narrowly passed the As­ 
sembly. 41-31, last month. 
Under the rules for the Legis­ 
lature’s new two-year session 
Moretti will have all of next 
year to work to win Senate 
• passage of the bill. That could 
involve the legislation more 
heavily in the 1974 Democratic 
gubernatorial campaign. 
Opponents of the measure 
have said it would lead to more 
strikes, higher taxes and a loss 
of citizen influence on negotia­ 
tions between governmental* 
bodies and workers. 
But Moretti said there were 
30 strikes by public employes 
last year in California and his 
bill could help to avert work 
stoppages by establishing pro­ 
cedures for collective bargain­ 
ing. 
Under the Van Nuys Demo­ 
crats measure, a three-member 
public employment relations 
board would be appointed to 
administer collective bargain­ 
ing. The bill permits “ agency 
shop” employe unions, requir­ 
ing all workers to join or pay 
an equivalent service fee. 
It establishes procedures for 
bargaining and provides strikes 
can be broken by court order if 
a citizen can show that “ health

Herring Bill 
Is Cleared 
In Assembly 


l-J Special Report 
SACRAMENTO - A bill lim­ 
iting herring catches in San 
Francisco and Tomales bays 
passed the Assembly by a 71-0 
vote yesterday and was re­ 
turned to the Senate for concur­ 
rence in Assembly amend­ 
ments. 
The bdl (SB502) by Sen. Peter 
H. Behr. R-San Rafael, is de­ 
signed to replace the temporary 
emergency ban on commercial 
fishing for herring that he spon­ 
sored earlier this year, when a 
sudden upsurge in commercial 
fishing threatened to wipe out 
the herring in the two bays. 
The bill orders the state De­ 
partment of Fish and Game to | 
limit catches to 500 tons in San 
Francisco Bay and 450 tons in 
Tomales Bay for at least two 
years, while making a study of 
the herring population and de­ 
ciding desirable permanent lim­ 
its on the catch. 
Commercial fishermen nor­ 
mally catch the herring while 
they are spawning in the bays. 
A sudden upsurge in demand 
for the fish in Asian markets 
last December threatened to 
wipe out the species, Behr said. 
Behr’s bill originally would 
have limited the Tomales Bay 
catch to 400 tons; the Assembly 
upped the figure to 450 tons in a 
compromise leading to the 
dropping of a rival bill by 
Assemblyman Bob Wood. R- 
Greenfield 
Wood s bill would 
have given the fish and game 
agency authority to set the lim­ 
its during the study.

It says 
absence of adequate orientation 
and in-service education for 
faculty criticism have not been 
fully met but some in-service 
faculty programs are currently 
in operation to meet the prol> 
lem.

The 1969 accreditation team 
required as a condition of the 
college’s four-year accredita­ 
tion through June 30, 1974, that 
the college’s answer to criti­

The bill by Assemblyman 
Alan Sieroty, D Beverly Hills, 
makes these changes: 


BCDC — Redefines the terri­ 
tory under jurisdiction of the 
San Francisco Bay Conserva­ 
tion and Development Commis­ 
sion which is exempt from 
provisions of the coastal com­ 
mission. The redefinition in­ 
cludes streams and channels 
which flow into DBCD territory 
as well as the bay area shore­ 
line regions directly under 
BCDC control. 
BOUNDARIES — Portions of 
large parcels which lie partially 
within the controlled coastal 
zone could be excluded from 
special zone permits so long as 
the major portions of the par­ 


cels are unrelated to the shore­ 
line environment. 
CONFLICTS — Strict con­ 
flict-of-interest restrictions on 
regional and statewide commis 
sioners are redefined to bar 
voting on issues when a coast­ 
line commissioner has a sub­ 
stantial personal interest. 
MAINTENANCE - Strict 
permit rules for routine repair 
and maintenance of ports, lev­ 
ees, piers and other shoreline 
developments are eased.

The other 13 
per cent now receive more than 
that, and their payments would 
not be changed Future recipi­ 
ents, however would get just 
$221. The governor insisted he 
could do this without legislative 
authority, som ething Demo­ 
crats questioned. 
With only one vote to spare, 
the Assembly yesterday ap­ 
proved the Democratic bill af-, 
ter a bitter noon hour debate. 
The vote was 55-19, with seven 
Republicans siding with 48

“ This is a bill that makes it 
unnecessary for reasonable 
people to go on strike," Mos­ 
cone said 
But Sen. Clark Bradley. R- 
San Jose, warned it would lead 
to strikes and asserted. “ The 
unions ought to be satisfied 
with what they’ve got without 
getting something like this.” 
“Sen. Bradley has been mak­ 
ing speeches against public em­ 


ploye strikes as long as I’ve 
been in the Senate and probably 
longer,” Moscone replied, “ and 
he hasn’t stopped strikes so 
far.” 
The bill would repeal existing 
laws covering teacher bargain­ 
ing with school boards and es­ 
tablish new procedures, includ­ 
ing a p ro v isio n allow ing 
teachers to vote by secret ballot 
in elections to determine which 
union they wanted to join.

Russian River Pipeline Needs 
Said 20 Million Gallons Daily 


The pipeline for the proposed 
Russian River water supply 
project must be large enough to 
carry up to 20 million gallons of 
water a day into the Marin 
Municipal Water District, Gen. 
Mgr. William R. Seeger told the 
district board yesterday. 
Were it possible for the pipe­ 
line system to operate at full 
capacity all 365 days a year, 
this would mean it could pro­ 
vide 22,000 acre-feet of water 
each year, 8,600 acre-feet more 
than the limit set by the board 
on the amount it will contract 
for. 
But Seeger emphasized it 
would be phsycially impossible 
to take the maximum amount 
into the district system, J. Dei- 
trich Stroeh, manager of engi­ 
neering, reported today. “ We 
couldn’t use that much water 
because we would have no 
place to put it,” he said Seeger 
said To take in that amount, 
the district would have to ex­ 
pand its existing pipelines, res­ 
ervoirs, storage tanks and 
treatment facilities, the general 
manager said. 
Seeger’s statement came in 
response to a person in the 
audience who feared the supply 
project could be used to bring 
in enough water for wholesale 
development in the county. The 
district will present a bond 
issue to finance one stage of the 
four-stage project, to district 
voters in November. Funds for 
another stage, the North Marin 
Intertie, were approved by vot­ 
ers in 1970. 
Seeger attempted to quiet the 
fears of those who mistrust the 
pipe's large capacity, Stroeh 
reported. Seeger reiterated that 
the district board has promised 
to contract for only the 13,400 
acre-feet a year needed to meet 
the limited growth proposed in 
the Marin Countywide General 
Plan

PARIS (UPI) - The outcry in 
the United States about high 
food prices brought yawns and 
sad smiles from two American 
housewives who have recently 
arrived to live in Paris. 


Mrs. Edward Casazza, fresh 
from Poughkeepsie, N Y., was 
shocked on her first visit to the 
food shops near the apartment 
she and her husband took in a 
prosperous section near the Eif­ 
fel Tower 


“ I am overwhelmed to see 
the prices here." said Mrs, 
Casazza, wife of an executive at 
International 
Business Ma­ 
chines. ‘‘How do French people 
with large families manage '>" 
Another new arrival, Mrs. 
William Stieff, wife of an Amer­ 
ican journalist, felt the same 
way about prices in stores in 
her middle-class neighborhood 


“AMERICAN WOMEN think 
their supermarket prices are 
high." she said 
"Would they 
get a shock if they could see the 
prices in Paris " 
Mrs. Casazza and Mrs Stieff 
are among thousands of Ameri­ 
cans living in Pans who pay 
prices for most food and house­ 
hold items that are as high or 
higher than pnces for similar 
goods in the United States 
There are some exceptions, but 
not many. 
“ Fruits and vegetables ap­ 
pear to me about the same, or 
even cheaper in P ans," said 
Mrs Casazza She said lettuce 
selling here for the equivalent

But m eat, butter, eggs, 
canned and frozen foods, main­ 
tenance items such as soap 
powder, paper towels — they're 
higher." 


SHE POINTED to a cheese 
and butter shop and said, "The 
medium grade butter in this 
shop is the equivalent of 92 
cents a half pound 
The last 
time I shopped in the States, 
butter was 89 cents to a dollar 
for an entire pound." 


Foreigners living in Paris, 
however, agree that the food is 
better in France than in the 
U nited S tate s, p a rtic u la rly 
fruits and vegetables. Butter in 
France is one of the world’s 
delicacies. 


Mrs 
Casazza bough top 
quality roast beef for the equiv­ 
alent of $3 29 a pound and 
sighed, "Three weeks ago in 
Poughkeepsie I paid for top 
beef $2 to $2.25 a pound And 
Porterhouse steaks on sale 
were lesN than $2 a pound " 
She said she found little cans 
of tomato paste for the equiva­ 
lent of 67 cents in Paris, but 
back home she paid IO to 12 
cents a can

A 19-OUNCE package of laun­ 
dry soap sells for 85 cents back 
home but is the quivalent of 
$3 70 in Pans, the women not­ 
ed. 


Many prices are higher for 
Americans because of dollar 
devaluations, but even not 
counting the devaluations most 
items would cost more in Paris 


than in the United States. 
The lower price for devaluat 
ed American imports does no 
appear to have been passed oi 
to the Paris consumer Expa 
tnate peanut butter fancier: 
still pay the equivalent of $1.11 
for a small jar and a quart o 
that Florida orange juice still ii 
87 cents in Pans. 
"And who can drive to th* 
superm arket when gasoline 
costs $1.25 a gallon in P ans?’ 
asked Mrs. Stieff

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Women Stirring Things Up 
For A Place In Business 


By GAY PAULEY 
NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
business world still is largely a 
masculine world although wom­ 
en make up 40 per cent of the 
U.S. labor force. 
But there is action stirring, 
particularly as it affects one 
group of women—those in or 
planning to go into business for 
themselves. 
Involved are such groups as 
the National Organization for 
Women (NOW) and individuals 
like Jeanne Wertz, a business­ 
woman who’s done a study on 
the matter for the Small Busi­ 
ness Administration. 
It is Wertz’ study. “The SBA 
and Women” , presented to the 
federal agency in March of this 
year, that has NOW in the act. 
NOW’s p re sid e n t, W ilm a 
Scott Heide. commended the 
agency for the initiative in pro­ 
viding the study. But she wants 
to know what SBA plans to do 
about it. 
NOW has made public a let­ 
ter sent to SBA In it, she said 
that in the period July I, 1972 to 
June 20. 1973, less than one one- 
hundredth of one per cent of all 
SBA loans went to women and 
"these were in generally small­ 
er amounts than (those for) men 
though women make up 40 per 
cent of the U.S. labor force." 
Mrs. Heide also asked that 


sexist literature and films dis­ 
tributed by SBA be withdrawn. 
One example of SBA literature 
reads, “ Mr. Small Business­ 
man, I want you to grow and 
prosper" and has the drawing 
of Uncle Sam pointing from the 
cover. 


A L M O S T N O SBA contracts 
are awarded to women. Mrs. 
Heide wrote, “ ...in spite of 90 
per cent of all telephone inquir­ 
ies to SBA being from women, 
women’s attendance figures at 
workshops and counselling ses­ 
sions, and the fact that most of 
the adult poor in this country 
are women of all races.” 
NOW recommended a four- 
point plan for immediate action 
by SBA—commit itself to wom­ 
en as special clients, allocate a 
minimum of $320 million (40 per 
cent of the agency’s budget) for 
women entrepreneurs to reflect 
the 40 per cent of the labor 
force who are women, initiate a 
yearly census computer study 
for data about enterprises 
owned by women, and meet 
with feminists who can advise 
the agency how to fulfill its 
"legal and moral obligations to 
the other half of the population 
— women.” 


REACHED B Y telephone at 
her home in Connecticut, Mrs. 
Heide said she hadn't heard 


from the agency “but I’m not 
holding my breath.” 
Miss Wertz said she sent fact 
sheets on her study to all 16 
congresswomen, to presidents 
of women’s business, profes­ 
sional educational and feminist 
organizations. She urged that 
they write SBA’s administrator 
Thomas S. Kleppe. 
And she urges that women as 
individuals write SBA. 
Miss Wertz said little is 
known about today’s female en­ 
trepreneurs except “that their 
numbers are growing. It has a 
lot to do with new options, not 
necessarily an outgrowth of the 
liberation movement." 
"The problem is capital, of­ 
ten very difficult for a woman 
to get," said Miss Wertz in an 
interview. "But it’s SBA’s job 
to help small business.” 
" I ’m afraid,” she said, “ that 
the business world still is large­ 
ly a m an’s world." 
Prejudices operate against 
women, she said, “ such as 
those held by predominantly 
male groups of bankers, land­ 
lords, utilities, insurance agen­ 
cies. lawyers, accountants, sup­ 
pliers, com munity business 
organizations. The prejudices 
can even affect the woman s 
customers and employes.” 
But the women are moving 
anyway.

A THEATRE FOR PEOPLE 


By ADA GARFINKEL 
Artist Gwen Stones newest 
work in her exhibit now at 
Dominican College’s San Marco 
Gallery offers several hitherto 
unexplored areas for this versa­ 
tile and prolific artist. 
It is quite evident that the 
past two years since her last 
exhibit have been creatively 
productive. They have also 
been joyously experienced, and 
this Miss Stone wants to share 
with her viewers. 
"I want to make people laugh 
.. the idea of silly little shapes 
edging and pushing their way 
into crevices and hidden places 
. . . this is my idea of toys and 
playthings for adults as well as 
children'" according to Miss 
Stone 
Strong, abstract forms and 
sturdy colors have always char­ 
acterized Miss Stone’s work 
Her book-linen collages were 
monumental in scale and con­ 
cept. 
More recently she has been 
working in acrylic paints in 
developing her “Toy” series 
However, while the theme de­ 
velops fluidly, the colors /ochre, 
gray, red, green, burgundy — 
lend a sobering note. 
Once again, it is cloth that 
puts it all together for Miss 
Stone! This time it is a profu­ 
sion of Persian, Chinese, and 
Egyptian prints, and plaids, 
stripes, dots and circles — or 
solid pastel or brilliant colors, 
which she stuffs and shapes 
into miniscule pillow-like toys. 
The individual little forms 
are embellished with yarn, 
thread strands, beads, or tiny 
dabs of ceramic dots. If there is 
a tiny bird, butterfly, cat, or 
flower in the design of the 
cloth, Miss Stone gives them 
eyes, whiskers or flowing ten­ 
drils Then she gives them a 
home in her sculptural com­ 
bines 
In "Pillow Curtain,” for ex­ 
ample, 14 strands of 16 assorted 


shapes and colors are suspend­ 
ed from a wooden bar, some­ 
what like an old-fashioned bead 
curtain. The strands move 
lightly at the slightest touch, 
their tiny ceramic tassels re­ 
sounding lightly as they glance 
off each other 
"Cathy's Garden" is a large, 
shallow tray filled with a host 
of the tiny pillows which are to 
be re-arranged at the viewer’s 
whim. 


A companion tray houses 
"Carol's Garden," but the play­ 
ers 
are 
new! 
The 
white 
“ground" is separated by nar­ 
row red and blue lines into four 
wavy rows. Five-inch ceramic 
discs — white with bands of 
bright color glazes — are 
pierced and filled with white- 
painted sprigs of seed pods 
Server a1 glazed, toadstool-like 
ceramic mounds stabilize the 
fairyland scenario. 
"Meditation Blocks” — a 17- 
piece domino-like game of 
wooden blocks is not only for 
touching, but for playing. Fit­ 
ting into a small red lined tray, 
the playing side of each block is 
marked in white on black, 
black on red. and red on ochre 
The reverse sides simulate 
.standard playmg-card designs 
Continuing the "Toy” theme, 
she introduces variations in col-

Sexual Attitudes 
Are Said Easing 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A sur­ 
vey of U.S. attitudes toward 
sex, commissioned by the Play­ 
boy Foundation as an updated 
version of the Kinsey study, 
concludes the country is in the 
midst of a sexual liberation 
movement in which premarital 
sex has gained acceptably. 


The survey, published in the 
October issue of Playboy Maga­ 
zine, said that premarital sex 
has become both acceptable 
and 
widespread, 
with 
the 
change most noteworthy in 
women, and that extramarital 
sex for women was on the rise. 


The survey was conducted by 
The Research Guild, Inc., a 
private research organization. 
“ Americans are more toler­ 
ant of the sexual ideas and acts 
of other persons than formerly 
and far, far freer to envision 
various previously forbidden 
acts as possible for them­ 
selves," the survey said. 


It indicated that although sex­ 
ual attitudes of Americans had 
gone through radical changes 


Aspin Questions 
Defense Figures 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Rep. 
Les Aspin, D-Wis., has demand­ 
ed that Defense Secretary 
James R Schlesinger tell ex­ 
actly how many servicemen are 
performing civilian jobs for oth­ 
er government agencies. 
Aspin said yesterday the 
number is twice as high as 
what defense officials have told 
the Senate Armed Services 
Committee. 


since the Kinsey study 25 years 
ago, the changes have not de­ 
stroyed “ institutions necessary 
to the stability of society it­ 
self.’’ 


In his sexual behavior study a 
generation ago, Dr. Alfred Kin­ 
sey reported that one third of 
single women in his study had 
intercourse by the age of 25. 
The Playboy survey found that 
about 75 per cent of the single 
women admitted premarital re­ 
lations before 25, and said they 
were doing it more frequently. 


The survey included inter­ 
views with 2,026 persons over 17 
—982 men and 1,044 women— 
living in both cities and sub­ 
urbs. Seventy one per cent of 
those surveyed were married, 
25 per cent single and 4 per 
cent divorced. 
In other findings, 32 per cent 
of the married men under 25 
surveyed said they had engaged 
in extramarital relations, only 
a slight increase over the Kin­ 
sey figures. However, 24 four 
per cent of wives under 25 
admitted extramarital affairs. 
a jump of about 15 per cent 
since Kinsey’s study. 
The survey also showed fewer 
young men have relations with 
prostitutes. In Kinsey’s sample 
nearly a third of the single men 
between 16 and 20 resorted to 
prostitutes. The Playboy survey 
show only 3 per cent of single 
men 18 to 24 years old resorted 
to prostitutes in the past year. 
In addition, the statement 
“ sex is one of the most beauti­ 
ful parts of life” won a yes vote 
from 90 per cent or more of the 
men and women in every age 
group.”

A San Rafael developer’s pro­ 
posal to build a 200-unit con­ 
dominium resort on the Bolinas 
Mesa last night became the 
target of bitter local opposition 
from residents who claim the 
development would violate pro­ 
posed growth limits and ruin 
the village character of the 
community. 
Appearing before the Bolinas 
Community Public Utility Dis­ 
trict board to discuss the pro­ 
posal, developer Anton G. Hol­ 
ler told a standing-room-only 
crowd of about IOO that the 
resort would fill a need in West 
Marin for overnight facilities 
for visitors to the Point Reyes 
National Seashore. 
“ The lodge-resort concept is 
a viable alternative as long as 
the land is held in private 
ownership,” Holter said. 
But Rex Rathhun, cochair­ 
man of the Bolinas Planning 
Group, said that under pro­ 
posed zoning for the mesa, 80 of 
the 210 acres owned by Holter's 
firm, Mesa Ranch Ltd., would 
be limited to one unit for every’ 
five acres and the remaining 
130 acres would be restricted to 
one unit for every 60 acres. 


Soviet Vessel 
Just Aiding In 
Joint Project 


Local fishermen who ex­ 
pressed concern yesterday 
about a Russian vessel fishing 
within U.S. territorial waters 
off Mann County had no reason 
for alarm according to the 
Coast Guard 
The Russian vessel Siskar. 
was part of a joint Soviet- 
American research project 
studying fish habits and life 
patterns, Coast Guard spokes­ 
man said 
The Coast Guard said the 
vessel was part of a fleet from 
the Far Eastern Seas Fisheries 
Institute of Vladivostok. Russia, 
which is permitted to do re­ 
search in the area from three to 
12 miles off coast. 
Representatives of the Na­ 
tional Marine Fishenes Serv ice 
of the Department of Com­ 
merce supervise the Russians 
research in the cooperative ef­ 
fort now in its fifth year, the 
spokesman said 


Rathbun said proposed zon­ 
ing, which also would require a 
100-foot setback along the coast­ 
line and an environmental im­ 
pact report for projects on 
slopes over 25 per cent, will be 
presented to the county plan­ 
ning commission for adoption in 
October 


Although discussion centered 
around a development of 200 
condominium units, which 
would be available for rental to 
transients at certain times of 
the year, Holter refused to com­ 
mit himself to that figure or 
any other, maintaining that 
plans are still in the conceptual 
stage and subject to change. 


“ It could be anywhere be­ 
tween two and 900 units,” he 
said. 
(Under current zoning, 900 
units is the maximum that 
could be built on the property.) 
The resort plan is one of 
seven possibilities suggested in 
a feasibility study for develop­ 
ment of the 210-acre ocean front 
parcel west of Mesa Road and 
north of Poplar Avenue. Other 
choices range from a straight 
subdivision for single-family 
homes to resort lodges of var­ 
ious sizes which would include 
a swimming pool, amphitheater 
and tennis courts 
A straw vote of the audience, 
composed mostly of young, hip 
residents, revealed overwhelm­ 
ing opposition to any substan­ 
tial development on the mesa 
and support for a Bolinas Plan­ 
ning Group recommendation 
that growth be limited to I per 
cent per year, or about seven 
new houses. 
“ If the community wants 
land for open space,” Holter 
reacted, "i think the people 
have the responsibility to pur­ 
chase it." 


Utility district director Paul 
Kayfetz countered that the 
property was purchased by Hol­ 
ter in December 1971, after a 
newly-elected district board 
slapped a moratorium on water 
connections and made it quite 
clear there would be tight re­ 
strictions on development. 


“ The developer should not 
now be in the position to say, ‘I 
am going to put up so many 
units and if you don’t want the 
land developed, then you must 
buy it at my inflated prices,’ ” 
Kayfetz said 
Attending the meeting was 
County Supervisor Gary T. Gia- 
comini. who said he is reconsi­ 
dering his previous stand that 
the property should be bought 
by the federal government as 
part of the national seashore or 
the Golden Gate National Rec­ 
reation Area 
Giacomini told the gathering 
that residents must propose to 
the county alternative uses for

Even at this meeting, utility 
district directors and residents 
began to map strategy against 
the development proposal 
Kayfetz suggested that oppos- 
it ion begin with the state Water 
Resources Control Board, to 
which Holter has applied for 
permission to build a 40-acre- 
foot dam along an unnamed 
creek on his property, ostensi­ 
bly for agricultural purposes 
“ A dam that size would have 17 
times the current water storage 
capability of Bolinas," he said 
The utility district has lodged 
a protest with the water board, 
saying the dam would eliminate 
one of four potential water 
sources being explored in a 
long-range water study for Boli­ 
nas. 
Although Holter’s property 
lies outside utility district 
bounds and directors have no 
direct authority to control de­ 
velopment. Kayfetz noted that 
directors are considering a wat­ 
ershed ordinance that would 
give them control over excava­ 
tion and road building. 
“ We could be damn scrupu­ 
lous about that.” said Kayfetz 
Holter said he has made no 
formal presentation of develop­ 
ment concepts to any govern 
mental agency, but that more 
definite plans will be complete 
in about six months 
One resident summed up the 
sentiment of last night's meet­ 
ing and raised cheers from the 
audience when he told Holter 
“ We have nothing against you 
personally, but the community 
is not going to let this develop­

A STANDARD cuff is about 
five inches wide and there is 
considerable error when it is 
used on a person whose arm is 
too big or too little. The reading 
tends to be too high in persons 
with obese arms and too low in 
those with thin arms. When a 
wider or longer than usual cuff 
is used, there is a significantly 
lower indirect reading. Blood 
pressures may also be mea­ 
sured (and recorded) with elec­ 
tronic equipment. 
It is more difficult to deter­ 
mine blood pressure with accu­ 
racy in infants and young chil­ 
dren One problem is in keeping 
them quiet and on their backs. 
The cuff should also be wide 
enough to cover about two- 
thirds of the upper arm. 
In infants, the flush method is 
sometimes used. The cuff is 
applied and a bandage is 
wrapped around the forearm 
and hand to force blood from 
the extremity. The skin is now 
blanched and the pressure in 
the cuff is raised When the 
bandage is removed the pres­ 
sure in the cuff is lowered. The 
blood pressure reading corre­ 
sponds to the exact point where 
the blanched part of the arm 
flushes. 


THE 
BLOOD pressure can 
also be determined in the legs 
of infants and children when 
the same method as is used on 
the arms Leg pressure usually 
is 20 points higher than that in 
the arms. Normal systolic and 
diastolic pressures of babies 
and toddlers are much lower 
than that of older children. 
Adult levels are usually 
reached by age 15 or 16

Running Is Still 
49ers' Problem 


Things could be better for the 49ers as they 
prepare to open the 1973 season Sunday in Miami 
against the Super Bowl champs. It is not surpris­ 
ing the Dolphins are favored by a touchdown. 
No one has to tell you about the weak San 
Francisco running game, but the problem has 
been compounded by the loss of last year’s leading 
ground gainer, Vie Washington. Washington has 
been out of action with a cracked kneecap and 
backup halfback Jim Thomas has been sidelined 
with a virus. They might be activated prior to the 
Dolphin game, but because of the long layoff they 
couldn’t be counted upon to have one of their 
better games. 
Larry Schreiber and Ken Willard are ready to 
go at fullback, but Doug Cunningham will have to 
carry the full share at halfback. Only other 
halfback on the active roster at this time is Randy 
Jackson who is still studying his 49er playbook 
after coming to the team in trade from Buffalo 
last Monday. It is much too early for Jackson to 
know the 49er system. 


THAT TRADE TO GET Jackson, in which the 
49ers also obtained a future draft choice in 
exchange for starting defensive tackle Earl Ed­ 
wards surprised me. 
I knew the 49ers were 
anxious to get Bob Hoskins into the starting 
lineup, but I thought the plans were to have him 
succeed Charlie Krueger, who at 36 can't be 
expected to be in the middle of all that havoc in 
the defensive line too much longer. Apparently the 
49er coaching staff plan for Charlie’s younger 
brother, Rolf, 25, to succeed him since he’s the 
only other defensive tackle on the team. 
Wide receiver, a position that seemed so over­ 
loaded just a few days ago, is another place which 
might give the 49ers some trouble. Since Terry 
Beasley has been declared out for the season, it 
leaves the team with only three WRs on the active 
roster, starters Gene Washington and John Isen- 
barger and rookie Ed Beverly. Another rookie. 
Mike Bettiga, is on the taxi squad. 


THE 49ERS' 
LUCK with first round draft 
choices of late is all bad. While first round picks 
such as Cedrick Hardman, Bruce Taylor, Ted 
Kwalick, Gene Washington. Forrest Blue, Cas 
Banaszek, Steve Spurrier, Willard, Jim Johnson, 
Charlie Krueger and John Brodie are all playing 
key roles in the Niners' fortunes, the last three 
No. I picks are not doing a lick. 
Mike Holmes, this year’s top choice from Texas 
Southern, pulled a muscle playing on the College 
All-Star team before ever reaching the 49er camp 
and hasn’t played at all. The 1972 top pick, 
Beasley, was injured most of last season and now 
will miss his second season. The 1971 top pick. 
Tim Anderson of Ohio State, couldn’t come to 
terms with the 49ers and chose instead to play in 
the Canadian Football League. They say bad luck 
runs in threes, so maybe the 49ers' first round jinx 
is over. 


I W AS SURPRISED to see a recent list of odds 
posted by Harrah’s Tahoe Racebook which had 
the 49ers as 5-2 favorites to win the National 
Football Conference. I can see the team picked to 
win the Western Division again, but without a 
strong running game it would be too hard for a 
team to go all the way to the Super Bowl. The 
racebook odds are sure to change very soon. 
The 49ers, despite having perhaps their roughest 
schedule ever, should win the division title with 
the talent they have on the club. But reaching the 
Super Bowl? The ground game will have to 
improve before I go that far out on a limb.

In Texas we call the collar of the green the “ froghair." 
And we call the guy who always chips from it a dear friend. 
He s nicer to have around than Daddy Warbucks, because 
he’ll be paying off regular. 
Putt from the froghair any time you have a decent chance. 
U s a judgment shot, but the odds are you'll get the ball 
closer to the hole with a putter than by chipping. 
The froghair has grain just like the green You have to 
allow for it. 
I think Ben Hogan once said putts from the collar of a 
green usually go to the right. Maybe that’s because when we 
try to hit a putt harder, as from the froghair, there s a 
tendency to push it. I ve seen some of those babies jump to 
the left out of the froghair because of the grain. 
If the grass isn t smooth, or if you’re too deep in the 
froghair to putt, chip with a club with just enough loft to 
reach the green. That ball will do you more favors rolling 
than flying. 
And when you hear a guy say he always chips with a 
favorite'' club — it s usually a 7-iron — grab his name and 
phone number. He ll help pay your grocery' bill.

Recall Not Answer 
For Corte Madera 


JOSEPH C. HARSCH: 


We have been more than a 
little disturbed by the recall 
campaign against Corte Made­ 
ra Mayor Holmes S. Norville 
and City Councilmen Edward 
W. Colthurst and Harold B. 
Wagstaff. 
Central to the recall effort — 
although opponents of the three 
council members have charged 
them with an assortment of 
other alleged deficiencies — is 
Corte Madera’s redevelopment 
plan. And central to it is the 
proposal by Ernest W. Hahn 
and associates to build a multi- 
million-dollar regional shopping 
center on 75 acres east of 
Highway 101. 
The council majority has 
backed Hahn’s proposal, even 
to the extent of voting to use 
redevelopment agency funds 
(acquired by a “freeze’’ on 
taxes generated by improve­ 
ments in the town’s redevelop­ 
ment area) to install public 
improvements that will benefit 
the center. It also approved 
changing the town’s general 
plan to provide for the center. 


THE 
RECALL, 
then, 
is 
aimed at ousting Norville, Col­ 
thurst and Wagstaff from office 
so they can be replaced — the 
recall forces hope — by council 
members who will block the 
shopping center. 
Surveys conducted for major 
department store companies 
reportedly show need for a new 
shopping center somewhere in 
the general area. Hahn, who 
has a record of developing suc­ 
cessful, well-designed shopping 
centers, obviously believes the 
location is a good one. The land 
now is idle and contributing 
little to the tax rolls. 
However, we have questioned 
this use of the redevelopment 
device. What is proposed in 
Corte Madera is not redevelop­ 
ment, since the land is not now 
developed. Also, a new shop­ 
ping center east of the highway 
may very well sound the death 
knell for Corte Madera’s exist­ 
ing shopping center. 
The issue hinges on a value

judgement: Whether Corte Ma­ 
dera (and Marin) will be more 
benefitted by using redevelop­ 
ment funds to make possible a 
new regional shopping center in 
a new location, or by using 
such funds to redevelop within 
existing built-up areas of Corte 
Madera — or by no redevelop­ 
ment in Corte Madera at all. 


OPINIONS ON this may - 
and do — vary widely. 
But it is not a reason for 
recalling three members of the 
city council, all of whom have 
good records of public service. 
In a letter to the editor which 
appeared in yesterday’s Inde- 
pendent-Journal, Anne L. Ellin­ 
wood of Tiburon suggested a 
way out. 


Miss Ellinwood, who has 
served on the Tiburon City 
Council and in various other 
public capacities, suggested 
that a referendum be held on 
the shopping center-redevelop- 
ment issue. If a majority of 
Corte Madera citizens do not 
wish such development, they 
can stop it by their referendum 
votes. If a majority go along 
with it, the council’s position is 
vindicated. 
This would put the issue up to 
vote, rather than the careers of 
three city council members. 
It is too late now to call off 
next Tuesday’s recall election. 
But we would urge that Corte 
Maderans — whatever their 
feelings about the proposed 
shopping center — vote to keep 
Norville, Colthurst and Wags­ 
taff in office, then attack the 
center through the referendum 
route if they so desire. 


WE VERY MUCH doubt that 
recall of these three men, all of 
whom have served Corte Made­ 
ra well enough to win re-elec- 
tion to the positions they now 
hold, would benefit the commu­ 
nity. 
We doubt even more that 
they would be replaced with 
three council members who 
would do a better job for their 
town. 


Probe Of Lawyers' Roles 
In Watergate No Surprise

It is not suprising that the California 
State Bar has undertaken an investiga­ 
tion of the conduct of its members 
involved in the Watergate fiasco. It would 
have been astonishing had the board of 
governors not voted to do so. 


The California lawyer organization has 
been working hard to improve the profes­ 
sion and its image. This has taken the 
form of revising rules of conduct, more 
efficient disposition of disciplinary m at­ 
ters, and higher standards for the profes­ 
sion. 
That is not tit say that the California 
Bar has not conducted itself well in the 
past. In fact the 1970 American Bar 
Association report, headed by retired 
Supreme Court Justice Tom C. Clark, 
apparently relied heavily upon the disci­ 
plinary structure of the California Bar in 
commending to otter states the need for 
reform s to keep abreast of problems

But the impetus of the Clark report, 
along with the admonitions of Chief 
Justice Warren Burger of the need for 
bar associations to protect the public 
from careless or iU-tramed lawyers and 
the urgings of Atty, Gen. Evelle J.

grounds for disciplinary action, has

spurred the California Bar on to greater 
efforts for improvement. 


ONLY LAST MARCH, rn an article 
published by the Hastings Law Journal, 
two members of the bar. one a former 
chairman of the State Bar’s disciplinary 
board, related the efforts which have 
been made recently for higher standards 
for California lawyers, 


In the conclusion of the article it was 
stated: "The state bar of California has 
proven its determination to maintain 
effective self discipline among its mem­ 
bership. Unfortunately, the general pub­ 
lic seem s largely unaware of the 
progress which has been achieved in this 
area.” 


This lofty attitude, admittedly based 
upon achievements, nevertheless would 
pale in the face of the storm of indigna­ 
tion over the confessed misconduct of 
attorneys connected with Watergate if 
the legal profession failed to act. 


The demands for appropriate action 
came not only from the public but from 
the profession itself. Discussions of the 
problem figured heavily at the 96th 
annual convention of the American Bar 
Association Since some of the principals 
of Watergate are members of the Califor­ 
nia Bar, its responsibility was clear. 


Because of the prominence of the 
Watergate figures the investigation and 
whatever action may fallow will receive 
wide publicity. 


NOT SO WELL KNOWN is that the 
California Bar currently budgets upward 
of $1 million annually for full-time in vt* 
ugators and tearing officers in its efforts 
to maintain the high professional stan­ 
dards it has set for its members. 


It has also established a client security 
fund through taxation of its members. 
The fund serves to insure the public 
against the infrequent defalcations of 
m em bers who misappropriate client 
funds 


High on its list of priority problems is 
the issue of dealing with incompetence 
Gross negligence, commingling of funds, 
and making false statements to clients 
are grounds for disbarment, but Incom­ 
petence is not. 


Nixon Tells Israel: Honeymoon Is Over 


One extremely new element was added 
— perhaps restored would be the more 
accurate word — to the work! scene the 
other day. President Nixon at his press 


conference Sept. 5 announced, implicitly, 
his readiness to use the leverage which 
the United States possesses over Israel 
for the purpose of promoting a settlement 
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The Beat of a Different Drummer 


between the Israelis and the Arabs. 
The leverage has always existed. 
The United States is the principal 
supplier of modem arms to Israel and 
her main source of essential funds. The 
arms supply could be shut off, as the 
French have done; it could be rationed, 
as the British have done. And tax immun­ 
ity could, at least in theory, be with­ 
drawn from contributions to the United 
Jewish Appeal. 
The UJA is probably the biggest and 
perhaps only fund-raising organization in 
the United States whose moneys go to 
serve the national purposes of a foreign 
state. There is no otter such organization 
of comparable size and purpose whose 
contributions are tax exempt in the 
United States. 


THE SEVERAL PRONGS of this lever­ 
age have never been used vigorously. 
They were available until February’ of 
1972 as a potential means of exerting 
influence on Israel. But at that time, with 
a presidential election coming up in the 
United States, Mr. Nixon agreed to lay 
the leverage aside. In return, the Israeli 
ambassador in the United Sates noted 
publicly and explicitly Mr. Nixon’s un­ 
usual friendship towards Israel. 


Times change. The election is over. 
Gasoline and beating oil prices are rising 
in the United States. There is talk of od 
rationing when winter comes. And Saudi 
Arabia alone has the ability to decide 
whetter oil and gasoline will be plentiful, 
or in short supply, in the United States, 
this winter — and for many winters to 
come. 
In talking about all this at his press 
conference Mr. Nixon noted hopefully 
that "od without a market, as Mr. 
Mossadegh learned many, many years 
ago, doesn't do a country much good. We 
md Eruope are the m arket’* 
But the situation is different now. OU 
was plentiful and from many sources 


when Mr. Mossadegh tried to nationalize 
Persian (Iranian) od. And world od con­ 
sumption was very much lower than now. 
It was a buyers’ market. Now its a 
sellers’ market and King Faisal of Saudi 
Arabi is going ahead as fast as possible 
— and od revenue is piling up unused in 
his treasury. He doesn’t have to sell any 
more than is necessary to keep up his 
development program. He could reduce 
his present production rate without harm 
to his own country. Besides, any od he 
doesn’t sell now will be worth more later. 


IT IS TO KING Faisal’s advantage to 
hold down on od production. It is almost 
a political necessity to Mr. Nixon to have 
that production rate go up. King Faisal 
has enormous leverage on Mr. Nixon. 
And, ever so gently, he has been letting 
Washington know that he knows that he 
has this leverage. 
There is nothing so crude as an overt 
threat. King Faisal is one of the world’s 
most polished diplomats. AII that hap­ 
pens is Saudi restraint in talking about 
increases in the rate of oil production. 
In theory, and eventually, the United 
States could turn from Middle East od to 
other sources of energy. But how many 
years will it take for the United States to 
convert to nuclear, solar, or otter ener­ 
gy? And how does one run the family 
automobde this winter on anything but 
gasoline? 
Yes, eventually, as Mr. Nixon noted, 
the Arabs "will lose their markets” it 
they drive too hard a bargain, but 
"eventually” won’t help Mr. Nixon please 
the American voters this coming winter. 
He must bargain with the Arabs right 
now. And that means that he must pick 
up the leverage over Israel be put aside 
in 1972. This last week, he did if. It 
means that everyone will be present to 
get down to real business about an Arab- 
Israel settlement.

Nixon Must End Isolation; 
Press Conferences Will Help

Con Kremlin Force Russians 
To Be Gluttons For Punishment? 


WASHINGTON - Everyone says the 
Russians made a great coup by buying 
up the United States’ wheat crop for the 
next three years. 
But it is causing 
tremendous problems there that have not 
been publicized. A transcript of a recent 
meeting in Moscow of the Politburo 
reveals that the Soviet wheat deal is 
creating an unbearable strain on the 
Russian consumer. Here are excerpts of 
the meeting: 
"Comrades, our citizens are complain­ 
ing because we are making them eat 
three loaves of bread a day.” 
“So what? Don’t they realize we are 
destroying American economy?” 
"Is true, but our citizens are not used 
to eating so much bread We can’t even 
give it away.” 


"DID YOU GIVE orders that all facto­ 
ry workers must eat two hero sandwiches 
for lunch?’* 
"Yes, comrade We also directed that 
every Soviet citizen must consume a 
dozen wheat cakes for breakfast. But we 
still can’t use up ail the wheat wa bought 
from the United States.” 
"What about bread pudding’*” 
"Every restaurant in the country has 
been ordered to serve 3,000 gallons of 
bread pudding a day. In Leningrad last 
week they had a bread pudding revolt 
and 15 militiamen were drowned in the 
vats at the Marx Engles Baking Co. The 
leaders of the demonstration, of course, 
have been arrested.” 
"What did you do to them?” 
“They’ve been given life on bread and 
water.” 
"Good. But, Comrades, if they revolt in 
Leningrad, they could revolt anywhere. 
We must find ways of using up wheat 
surpluses How many tons have we been 
able to force on the satellite countries?” 


"WE MADE POLAND take IO million, 
Czechoslovakia 14 million and Hungary 
12 million. We asked Tito to take some of 
it off our hands, but you can guess what 
he told us to do with our wheat.” 


"He’s a crusty old guy.” 


"Why don’t we send our Uushyin bom­ 
bers over Belgrade and dump several 
million tons on him?” 


"Is bad for world public opinion. We 
would be accused of using wheat germ 
warfare.'* 
Well, who has any better ideas?” 
Why not fill our MIRV missiles with 
cream of wheat and shoot at China’ ” 
"It could hurt the U.S.-Soviet detente 
Comrades, the only answer is that we 
must force higher wheat consumption at 
home.” 
"But how?” 


"DURING THE DEPREteUON in the 
United States they set 141 bread lines all 
over the country. Why don’t we do the 
same thing here’ ” 
"But that was because they had no 
bread " 
"Principle is the same In Soviet Union 
anyone who doesn’t get into bread line 
will be shot.” 
"Is good idea Why not also announce 
anyone who goes on diet will be sent to 
Siberia ” 
"We must make Soviet people realize 
that for every bowl of shredded wheat 
they eat, an American capitalist will 
starve And for every bread crumb they 
consume we will be one step closer to the 
worldwide Socialist revolution.” 
"Is good. While America scream s 
about our nuclear submarines at SALT 
talks, we ll beat their brains in with 
English muffins.”

THE PRESIDENT CLOSEST in touch 
with public opinion in this century was 
Franklin Roosevelt, even more than Lyn­ 
don Johnson, with his pockets stuffed 
with polls. President Roosevelt held two 
press conferences a week, at which be 
was confronted by questions reflecting 
the interests of news editors ail across 
the country. FDR vastly enjoyed the 
press conferences, bantering gaily, avoid­ 
ing questions deftly when he chose,

He 
said thinks in his latest press conference 
about Congress that didn t need to be 
said quite that way. A more intuitive 
awareness of the state of mind and 
emotion of otter people would have made 
a big difference. 
Perhaps President Nixon will be en­ 
couraged by the success of his press 
conferences, and by his discussions with 
congressional leaders, to plunge forward 
into a re-opening of the White House and 
of himself to the flow of the nation's 
mood. He will find, of course, an ardent 
hard core of Nixon loyalists who will tail 
him, as one lady wrote me the otter day, 
that he is the greatest President the 
United States has ever had He will find 
otters, I believe a majority, who are 
deeply concerned about his leadership 
and would like to see it rehabilitated. He 
alone can accomplish the rehabilitation, 
and it will require the utmost openness.

ITT Merger 
Case Won't 
Be Reopened 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - At­ 
torney General Elliot L. Rich­ 
ardson has decided to let stand 
the 1971 out-of-court settlement 
of the controversial ITT merger 
case. 


Richardson, who said he 
made his decision after a re­ 
view of the case by the Justice 
Department’s antitrust division, 
contended that by reopening the 
case “the public interest would 
not be served and could well be 
injured.” 


Richardson s decision was 
• untamed in a letter to Sen. 
John V. Tunney, D-Calif., made 
public yesterday during a Sen­ 
ate Judiciary Committee confir­ 
mation hearing on the nomina­ 
tion of William D. Ruckelshaus 
to be deputy attorney general. 


Tunney had requested Rich­ 
ardson to review the settlement 
because of possible “election 
improprieties” and “perjury” 
which may have been involved 
in the ITT matter. 
The government settlement of 
the case, announced July 31, 
1971, allowed the International 
Telephone and Telegraph Corp. 
to merge with the Hartford Fire 
Insurance Company in one of 
the largest corporate mergers 
in history. 
The merger became an explo­ 
sive issue last year when it was 
charged that the settlem ent 
may have been linked with a 
pledge by the Sheraton Corp. of 
America, an ITT subsidiary, to 
underwrite a large part of the 
funds needed to hold the Repub­ 
lican National Convention in 
San Diego, Calif The ITT set­ 
tlement became final eight 
days before the GOP National 
Committee announced the se­ 
lection of San Diego as the site 
of its party’s 1972 presidential 
convention. The site was later 
switched to Miami. 
In his letter to Tunney, Rich­ 
ardson said that “any questions 
of election improprieties or per­ 
jury...will be explored’’ by Wat­ 
ergate, Spec ta Prosecutor Ar­ 
chibald Cox. 
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ting as expensive as gasoline.

True, ifs done in the Philip­ 
pine Islands and other parts of 
the world. Humane officers 
even are being asked to investi­ 
gate a case in Union City over 
in Alameda County, of a gent 
who advertises in local shop­ 
pers for unwanted puppies and 
then barbecues ’em. But I 
doubt Marinites would want to 
eat even that neighborhood pest 
that messes up their lawns. 


WHAT BUGS ME mightily is 
why so many so-called nature 
lovers keep on letting their pets 
procreate — and then complain 
about not being able to get rid 
of the puppies or kittens.

Defense Cut 
Called For 
By Humphrey 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (UPI) - 
Between $5 billion and $7 billion 
should be cut from President 
Nixon’s defense budget and di­ 
verted to domestic programs, 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, 
DMmn., told delegates to the 
Minnesota AFL-CIO convention 
yesterday. 


Humphrey said the Demo­ 
cratic controlled Congress can­ 
not cooperate with the Presi­ 
dent until cuts in the $85 billion 
defense budget are made. 


“I am prepared to cooperate, 
to listen to the President’s rec­ 
ommendations and views,” 
Humphrey said. “I even am 
prepared to bend his way but I 
am not prepared to roll over.” 


“I believe in a strong militar- 
ty.“ he added, “but we don’t 
need to step up every weapons 
system. That defense budget 
can be reduced by $5 to $7 
billion without cutting into the 
muscle of our defense—and that 
money transferred to the real 
needs of our country. 


“ I intend to see that ifs 
done.” 


Humphrey accused the ad­ 
ministration of attempting to 
make Congress appear irre­ 
sponsible for demanding de­ 
fense cuts to divert attention 
from its own Watergate difficul­ 
ties.

He also attacked the adminis­ 
tration for inflation, last year’s

New M edical Service 
Bill Being Drawn Up 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) ~ Sup­ 
porters of a $185 million medi­ 
cal services bill vetoed by Pres­ 
ident Nixon are gearing up an 
effort to pass a substitute ver­ 
sion which would meet Nixon’s 
objections. 


On a 273 to 144 vote yester­ 
day, the House sustained the 
President’s rejection of the 
emergency medical Services 
Act. The House action fell five 
votes short of the needed two- 
thirds majority of those voting 
to override and was the fifth 
consecutive time that a Nixon 
veto had been sustained this 
year. The Senate had voted 
earlier 77-16 to override the 
veto. 
Voting yesterday in the House 
to override the President's veto 
were Rep William S. Mailliard, 
R-Sixth Dis!., and Rep. Don 
Clausen, R-First Dist. 
The Medical Services bill 
would have authorized $185 mil­ 
lion over three years in grants 
to communities to improve am­ 
bulance services, emergency 


room equipment and to train 
medical specialists in handling 
heart attack and traffic acci­ 
dent victims. 


A second provision of the 
measure, which led to its death, 
would have mandated Nixon to 
keep in operation eight public 
health service hospitals he said 
should be transferred over to 
local control or else be shut 
down. 


A group of 50 Republicans 
Tuesday introduced a substitute 
bill carrying only the $185 mil­ 
lion authorization for grants 
and deleting the PHS hospitals 
mandate. 


House Republican Leader 
Gerald R. Ford of Michigan 
said he would personally urge 
Nixon to accept the GOP substi­ 
tute if the veto was sustained. 
After the House vote, Sen. Alan 
Cranston, D-Calif,, introduced a 
bill identical to the Republican 
substitute and said he would 
push for immediate Senate ac­ 
tion on the bill.
